Clyde  was  endeav()rin<r  to  conceal 
tile  firearms  about  tlic  bouse  to  avoid 
a  possible  tragedy  when  the  father 
grabbed  the  gun  and  in  the  tussel 
following  it  was  discharged.

PHILADKLPHIA.  Nov.  :5().— Din- 
ing a  pistol  duel  Monday  night  Polii c 
man  Bornett  was  shot  in  the  spin  • 
and  died  later  in  University  Hospital. 
As  he  fell  be  shot  and  killed  an  uni- 
dentified man,  supposed  to  be  a  bur- 
glar. Bornett,  who  was  in  plain 
clothes,  had  been  sent  to  watch  a 
locality  w.liere  a  number  of  burglar- 
ies bad  Ix'cn  committed  recently. 

Tad  men  aroused  his  s\i>picion~ 
and  lie  followed  tlu'iii. 

Tliey  .-eparated  and  lie  fcdlowed  oii'- 
who  had  entered  an  alley.  When  he 
questioned  the  man  the  latter  be- 
gan shooting  and  the  fatal  pistt^  dut  1 
followed.

Eden,  who  is  a  Texan,  is  a  student 
in  the  Art  Department  at  Transyl- 
vania and  rooms  with  Sam  Butler, 
also  from  Texas.  The  boys  had  a 
gasoline  pressing  iron  or  in  other 
words  one  that  nrould  heat  itself, 
gasoline  being  used  in  the  process. 
The  iron  was  thoughtlessly  i>ut  on 
the  floor  Monday  near  a  >to\e  in 
which  there  was  a  lire.  Suddenly 
the  iron  beeaine  too  hot  and  e\|»lodcd. 
Tiie  window  wa>  -ina>hed.  a  part  of 
t!ie  wall  blown  out  and  l!;e  ceiling  lit- 
eialiy  iai>cd  fioin  it>  moorings. 
F'dcn  who  was  the  only  one  in  the 
room  at  the  time  was  knocked  down 
l)y  the  force  of  the  explosion.  Hear- 
ing the  terrific  noise  students  hurried 
to  the  aid  of  VA^w  and  found  him  all 
right.  Although  one  side  of  the  room 
was  badly  damaged  the  other  side 
seemed  not  even  to  haxc  been  jarred.

.Not  only  have  we  received  nmny  mis- 
interpretations of  the  parables  and 
symbols  of  the  Bible,  but  into  Our 
Bibles  themselves  certain  false  state- 
ments have  been  Injected— long  cen- 
turies ago.  All  well-informed  minis- 
ters of  the  Oospel  know  that  our  New 
Testament  was  not  translated  from 
the  writings  of  the  Apostles,  but  from 
copi(»s  thereof.  These,  copied  ovt  r  and 
over  a;:ain,  no  matter  how  carefully, 
were  liable  to  c  rrors.  And  in  addition, 
as  we  nii;;ht  i-.xpect,  oecasionally,  a 
bold  transcriber  would  add  a  few 
words  to  make  the  record  conform 
the  better  to  his  concei)tiou  of  what 
it  oiij;ht  to  be.  Tliis  went  on  for  cen- 
turies before  the  art  of  printing  came 
into  use. 

The  New  Testament  was  translated 
from  the  Greek  into  the  Latin  langimge. 
.and  was  known  as  the  Vulgate.  From 
that  I.4itin  translation  sprang  our  va- 
rious English  translations-7the  Douny 
or  Catholic  edition,  published  in  1000 
.\.  D.,  and  the  King  James  Bible,  or 
Common  Version,  published  in  101 1  A. 
1).  The  latter  was  merely  a  rerised 
translation,  to  assist  in  which  re- 
vision other  previous  translations  wore 
used,  and  v.-e  are  assured  t'.iat  tlie  t'^xt 
was  dili;ceiitl.v  cou, pared  with  Ih  • 
tJreek  text.  I'.ut  until  lately  there 
were  no  ancient  (Jreek  manuscripts 
v.  lih  wliicli  to  compare  it.  The  (Ireek 
manuscripts  with  which  it  v/as  com- 
pared nu:iibered  only  ei;-itt,  none  of 
w  lii.  il  dated  earlier  than  the  Tenth 
(.'eiitury.  Today,  liowe'.cr.  we  have 
three  vor.v  old  Creek  UKMUisfripts  of 
the  New  Testament,  namely,  the  Alex- 
andrian MS.,  the  Vatican  &IS.  and  the 
Sinaltic  MS.  Of  these,  the  Vatican 
MS.  was  the  first  to  come  to  the  at- 
tention of  modem  scholarship.  It  is 
in  the  Vatican  Llbniry.  appearing  ou 
its  catalogue  as  far  back  as  HI'*  A.  D.. 
which  manuscript  scholarship  accred 
its  with  baviug  been  written  in  the 
fourth  century.  Next  came  the  .\lex- 
andrian  .MS..  v>!iirh  is  supposed  to 
iiave  been  written  about  the  middle  of 
tlie  fifth  century.  It  is  now  on  ex- 
hibition in  the  I'.ritisli  Museum.  IMual 
ly.  we  li;ive  t!ie  Sinaitic  .M.S..  which  Is 
in  posses.'-lon  of  the  iiussian  <;n\ern- 
nient.  It  was  found  by  Con-^taniiiU' 
Ti.s*  hendorf  in  a  .Mt.  Sinai  Convent, 
from  which  it  takes  ItH  name.  It  is 
accredited  with  a  d;ite  of  about  3.'i0 
A.  D.  Of  these  three  uldi<st  MSS.  of 
the  Xew  ToRtament  known  in  the 
world.,  the  Vatican  and  Sluahic  are 
the  older.

Of  course  some  of  the  iierua  of 
these  verses  are  found  in  other  Gos- 
pels. It  would  upver^do  to  atld  n  lie 
without  a  coitala  ariiount  of  covering 
of  Truth  to  soaftrcoaKkrr  But  notice 
our  te.\t  and  what  a  wrong  thought  it 
gives— iuvon.si:stent  wiih  the  remainder 
of  the  Scriiiture.s.  Its  iutinuttiou  Is 
that  the  preaching  cf  the  Oospe!  to 
every  ereaturo  wllt-WKuit  eliliir  in  his 
bel:ev!:r:  it  and  licin;,'  baptized,  rial 
thus  bei;!-,'  :-.aviil.  or  In  his  dis!>i'liL>v!M: 
ai-.d  bein.:;  dainiutl.  And  thi.;  woid 
<lii:i!i',l  carries  willi  ft,  in  the  li.crht  of 
oilier  misundi.Ti-.;t:!n<liii.iis,  li;-e  and 
blazin^rs.  roastin.cr  r-nd  torture,  sliriek- 
inc;  and  wia-s  indescribable.  This  is 
all  wron.i;— contrary  ^  the  authentic 
Scrijitures. 

The  authentic  Scriptures  inform  us 
that  this  Gospel  AgC  Is  one  in  which 
God  is  gathering  f^Eom  the  world  a 
"little  flock"  of  footstep  followers, 
saintly  and  elect,  .to  constitute  the 
Rride  of  Christ— his  joint-heirs  in  his 
coinin:;  Kinu'dom,  They  show  that  not 
all  are  exjiected  to  hear  this  message 
at  the  present  time— not  many  wise, 
.L're.it,  learni'd  or  rich,  but  chiefl3-  the 
p"<>r.  Tliey  assure  us  that  to  have  the 
hearliifi  ear  i.^  a  special  favor,  s.iyiiu'. 
"Ulessed  ;ire  y(  ur  ears  for  they  iicar, 
and  your  eyi  s  f.ir  they  see."  St.  I'aul 
tells  us  that  the  world  in  general  is 
blind  and  deaf  to  the  nicpsase  m.w  sent 
forth  (Itomnus  xi,  7).  and  the  experi- 
ences of  eighteen  centuries  corroborate 
this.  St  Peter  tells  ns  (Acts  xv.  13)  that 
God's  work  In  tfi#  present  time  is  not 
the  conversion  of  the  world  (which  cer- 
tainjgr  is  not  being  accomplished)  bnt 
that  he  is  now  taking  cut  of  the  world 
a  people  for  his  name  (to  bear  the 
name  of  Christ,  as  his  I'.ride).  Tlio  au- 
thentic Scriptures  everywi'.ere  ti-ach 
us  that  the  poor.  blii:i'..  deaf  \.nrld, 
wliich  has  never  .vet  luard  fuUy  and 
clearl.v  of  "the  only  name  ^iven  under 
heaven  or  aniontrst  men  wliereby  we 
ma.v  1)6  saved."  is  not  on  this  ac<  ount 
condemned  or  damned.  They  tell  ns 
that  the  whole  world  was  born  con- 
demned, because  children  of  Adam  and 
sharers  In  his  condemnation,  but  that 
God  has  provided  in  the  sacrifice  of 
Jesus  a  redemption  for  Adam  and  all 
his  race.  They  tell  us  tliat,  as  a  result, 
in  God's  dne  time».  Christ,,  as  the  true 
Li.irht.  the  Sun  of  Righteousness,  shall 
enli.uhton  every  man  that  coineth  Into 
the  world.  They  explain  that  God  Is 
now  callin;;  out  a  si)eeial  class  while 
the  darkness  is  upon  the  earth  and  tlie 
f;ross  darkness  upon  tlie  heathen,  and 
that  the  Sun  of  ItiKhteoiisuess,  whicii  is 
to  enliiLrhten  the  whole  world,  will  not 
arise  uniil  the  elect  Chiirdi  sh;ill  lir- 1 
have  been  gathered  out.

With  tliem,  thcn-- 
foie,  i!  is  a  matter  of  feelin.u  doubifal 
about  their  own  salvativiri,  er  a  {\\\>->i- 
tion  as  to  the  nliability  of  the  Mibl* 
as  a  whole.  They  nerd  to  liave  the  re- 
lief which  we  now  seek  to  .u'ive  them. 
They  need  to  know  that  tli(>se  aro  not 
inspired  words,  but  poisonous  aiul  in- 
jurious addition.s  made  d::ring  the  Dark 
.\p's.  They  may,  consequently,  look 
elsewhere  in  the  Scriptures  aud  find 
the  proper  assurances  of  tlu?lr  relation- 
ship with  God  being  demonstrated  by 
the  fruits  of  the  holy  Spirit  in  their 
lives  and  in  their  hearts— "meekness, 
gentleness,  patience,  long-suflTerlng^ 
brotherly  kindness,  love." 

Miraeles  in  the  Early  Church. 
This  spurlotis  passage  of  our  text  Is 
used  by  many  ministers  who  know,  or 
ought  to  know,  of  Its  falsity.  But  they 
have  a  certain  theory  in  their  minds 
to  the  eCfect  that  the  miracles  and  un- 
known tongues  of  the  early  Chun-h 
were  lost  by  reason  of  unfalthfiUness 
to  God,  and  that  Christians  today 
should  seek  f^r  their  recovery.  Not 
havinc:  any  S -riptures  to  hupport  their 
claim  they  use  this  interpolation  nnd 
allow  their  hearers  and  readers  to  be- 
lieve it  t!)  be  the  inspired  intPsaLre.  To 
what  length  have  jieople  i.'ono  la  snp- 
.port  of  human  theory!  The  first  priu- 
r  iple  of  preaching  should  be  to  preach 
the  Tmth,  the  whole  Truth  aud  noth- 
ing but  the  Truth.  Every  theoi-y  which 
requires  bolstering  up  by  spurious  pas- 
sages should  be  abandoned,  and  lolll  be 
abandoned  by  those  who  are  honest 
truth-seekers,  "Berc.'^iis."
